STATISTICS

Jn  August  1 936,  a  group  of  boys  and  girls  met  at  Bethel 
School  in  Haywood  County  to  begin  their  years  of  edu¬ 
cation.  Some  ran  and  played  while  others  cried  for 
"mama."  Their  teachers  this  year  were  Miss  Mary  Ruby 
Davis  and  Miss  Kirkpatrick.  Mr.  Hanson  was  principal 
that  year. 

In  1937  the  class  climbed  into  the  second  grade.  Miss 
McClure  and  Miss  Brown  were  our  teachers.  Mr.  Jessie 
James  became  the  new  principal  of  the  school  that  year. 

In  the  third  grade  part  of  the  group  were  in  Mrs. 
Noland's  class  and  the  remainder  were  in  Miss  Clark's 
third  and  fourth  grade  combination. 

Mrs.  Noland,  Miss  Clark  and  Miss  Howell  were  our 
teachers  in  the  fourth  grade. 

Mr.  W.  P.  Whitesides  became  new  principal  of  the 
school  when  we  were  in  the  fifth  grade.  Mr.  Harley 
Francis  and  Miss  Bernice  McElhannon  were  our  teachers 
that  year. 

In  the  sixth  grade  Mrs.  Gussie  Palmer  and  Mr.  Harley 
Francis  were  our  teachers. 

Mr.  Thomas  Erwin  and  Mrs.  J.  D.  Moore  were  our 
teachers  in  the  seventh  grade.  Cecil  and  Spring  Hill's 
seventh  grades  joined  our  class  that  year. 

In  the  eighth  grade  Cruso  School's  eighth  grade  joined 
us.  The  class  was  divided  into  three  groups.  Mr.  Gay 
Chambers  had  the  Science  group  with  22  boys  and  girls 
enrolled.  Miss  Rozelle  Shumolis  had  the  Home  Economics 
girls  with  an  enrollment  of  40,  and  Mr.  I.  A.  McLain  had 
the  agriculture  boys  with  an  enrollment  of  35.  Twenty- 
eight  members  of  the  class  had  quit  school  before  the 
end  of  the  year. 

Mrs.  Soesbee  was  home-room  teacher  for  the  girls  in 
the  ninth  grade  until  Mrs.  Coralee  Mozeley  came  after 
Christmas.  Miss  Alva  Jo  Moody  was  home-room  teacher 
for  the  boys.  We  lost  12  members  of  the  class  that  year. 

Miss  Margaret  Boyd  and  Mrs.  Ruth  Tucker  were  our 
home-room  teachers  in  the  tenth  grade.  That  year  our 
class  sold  magazine  subscriptions  and  made  $119  to 
finance  the  Junior-Senior  Banquet  we  were  to  give  the 
Seniors  the  next  year.  Twenty  members  of  the  class  left 
us  that  year. 

At  last  we  were  the  "Jolly  ole  Juniors."  Our  home¬ 
room  teachers  were  again  Miss  Boyd  and  Miss  Tucker. 
One  big  event  of  our  high  school  years  came  this  year. 
We  gave  the  Seniors  a  formal  banquet.  The  theme  for 
the  program  was  "Southern  Memories."  We  elected  as 
our  officers  for  this  year  the  following:  President,  Mickey 
Farmer;  Vice-President,  Gerald  Deaver;  Secretary,  Sue 
Cooke;  and  Treasurer,  Dorothy  Jean  Buchanan.

PROPHECY
